The independence of the China- 
town centers and the growth of 
students in the Chinatown 
programs are other healthy devel- 
opments， Chin Says， As 3a 
community，we should have a 
center like other centers，make 让 
attractive to new immigrants.Ve 
know that many new-immigrants 
don't know about our pro- 
grams . ”There are now more 
than 100-classes and 2000 pupils in 
the Chinatown programs. 

There's a bill presently in 
Sacramento that would provide 
about $3 million for classroom 
remodeling and child center con- 
sttuction for a North Beach/ 
Chinatown center. The bill allows 
the legislature to consider China-| 
town alone. A_ previous bill which 
lumped Chinatown together with 
other community college districts 
was vetoed by the Covernor after 
a _ negative report from the State 
Department of Finance.

The difficulty confronting U.S.-China normaliza- 
tion of relations is quite obvious. On one hand 
Washington is unwilling to make a clean break 
with Taipei. There is the mutual defense treaty to 
consider, as well as American _ investment in the 
island's economy and the large volume of two-way 
trade between Taiwan and the United States. On 
the other hand，Peking considers Taiwan a 
province of China and therefore refuses to give 
assurance of any kind toward either allowing 
Tailwan to remain as is or reunite with the 
mainland through“peaceful means.” 和 Peking feels 


“thatany problem between mainland and Taiwan is 


an internal matter.， Thus，i 
negotiation with a foreign nation.

Though the difficulty seems unsurmountable， 
we see Washington slowly but surely plodding 
along on the normalization course The past 
month we noticed the asset claims negotiation 
between Peking and Washington had begun，a 
further reduction of American troops in Talwan， 
Secretary Vance's move of his China journey three 
months ahead of the previous schedule, and the 
President's reaffirmation of the _ administration'“s 
policy to normalize relations with Peking. We also 
were told that President Carter had indeed 
planned a visit to_ China _ next year. Encouraging， 
too, was the factthat Chinais again heavily buying 
American_ agricultural products，such as cotton 
and grains. The Chinese press， has devoted 
considerable space to quote American papers and 
journals that criticize the Soviet Union. This is 
clearly an indication to the Chinese people that, at 
least in international affairs，Americans and 
Chinese share much common feelings and view- 
points. 

Difficulties are there for all to see. No formula of 
normalization would .please the three sides， 
Washington，Peking and Taipei. However， as we 
see it, the key rests with how much Washington 
and Peking desire to normalize their relations, and 
how soon they would like to realize it. If the two 
sides indeed want to speed up the process, nothing 
cannot be resolved through negotiation. 国 
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CHINATOWN SCHOOLS TO CLOSE

The evil forces of racist dis- 
crimination and skulduggery are 
about to win again with the 
imminent closure of Carfield and 
Sarah 也 .Cooper ， elementary 
schools in Chinatown-North 
Beach . 

Four years ago in 1973, the Chi- 
nese American Institute of Engin- 
eers led a _ successful valiant 世 ght 
to save Chinatown's three elemen- 
tary Schools from closing. (East/ 
West，May 2，1973)，Chinatown 
flocked to the polls that November 
to vote in favor of Proposition 人 
that would provide some $38 
million for Field Act'earthquake- 
proofing reconstruction of 56 San 
Francisco schools，Proposition 人 
passed and San Francisco's 
Imassive School reconstruction pro- 
gram went into full swing， 

Mrs.， Verna Tam，Commodore 
Stockton school parent，and 工 ， 
who had led the fight，confiden- 
ty assumed watchdog roles to 
assure that ， reconstruction of 
Chinatown's schools will follow 
orderly progress. Periodic written 
and oral communications with the 
School superintendent's staff gave 
us every assurance that there were 
no obstacles or pitfalls that would 
impede progress, We were assured 
that architectural plans and speci- 
fications had been completed, that 
biddqing for construction “was 
imminent，and that money was 
availabjle. 

The San Francisco Weekly on 
March 10, 1976 jubilantly report- 
ted that Garfield and Cooper 
schools would shortly be replaced 
by new buildings that would not 
only serve as schools but as sorely 
needed community activity cen- 


ters. 
SHATTERED， 

Two weeks ago，Chinatown's 
dreams ” were， Shattered ”when 
newspapers reported that the eight 
remaining schools to_ be recon- 
structed will have all work 
stopped. Five of the schools will be 
“merged”with others，effectively 
closing them forever， The other 
three，which include Garfield and 
Cooper，had been shut down for 
three years awWaiting start of work. 
Their school children had all been 
bused to other areas. The future of 
these three schools are now in 
limbo. One thing for sure. These 
school buildqings cannot be used 
anymore as Schools after July 1， 


the deadline date. 

More than 75 angry China- 
town-North Beach parents turned 
out last night_ at a community 
meeting to lambaste the School 
Board and school administrators 
for closing Carfield and Cooper. 


Mrs. Verna Tam vehemently 
charged that school program ad- 
ministrators had“robbed”China- 
town to“pay”other districts,，had 
Spent 了 Proposition A dollars 
improperly at Chinatown's ex- 
pense，had deceived Chinatown 
and given 过 false hopes in the 
School reconstruction “program . 
Even Mr. Philip Cali，director of 
facilities and planning for the 
School district，acknowjledged at 
the meeting that he could not 
refute Mrs. Tam's cited facts!

Commissioner Jerrold 瑟 ，Livitin 
of the S.E. Municipal Court Pro- 
vided valuable information abonut 
the S.EF， Traffic Code， Police 
Department, and Traffic Court in 
acommunity forum May 18， 

Levitin told the audience the 
police average 6,000 moving cita- 
tions per month. The meter check- 
ers (meter maids) average 6,000 
moving citations per month. The 
meter _ checkers (meter maids) 
average 100,000 parking citations 
per month, The City income from 
the fines total $10 million yearly 
and is more than any single tourist 
industry in S.FE. Many of the cita- 
tions issued were unjustified bnut 
only 10 色 of the citations are ever 
challenged in traffic court， There 
is only one complete copy of the 
S.F. Traffic Code,， It is not pub- 
lished anywhere yet every driver 
in S.F. is required by law to know 
these codes, said Levitin , 

EXAMPLES

fic Code: Yellow zones，are en- 
forced from 7 a.m，to 6 p.m， 
unless noted otherwise; loading 
and unloadingis allowed for 3 
minutes 让 the vehicle has non- 
commercial plates and two occu- 
pants; 让 the vehicle has com- 
mercial Plates 30 minutes are 
allowed. White zones, 让 the store 
of building is open 5 minutes are 
permitted; 过 closed parking all 
day is allowed， It is illegal to 
repair a vehicle on a public street 
or to place a “FEor Sale” sign in a 
car window, It is also illegal to 
park within， 15 feet, of afire 
hydrant, yet there are areas Where 
a parking meter OF green Zone is 
only one foot away from a fire 
hydrant, said Levitin .

checkers operate out of the Hall of 
Justice on Bryant Street and are 
told to issue citations for every- 
thing they see，not to talk when 
issuing a citation and to patrol the 
comrmercial districts only. 
However .a large number of 
Chinese have been getting cita- 
tions for parking on sidewalks 
because the meter checkers are 
also patrolling the marrow resi- 
dential streets where a lot of low 
income families live, According to 
Commissioner Levitin very few 


whites are getting sidewalk 
tickets. 
Each police precinct deter- 


mines its Own traffic policy， One 
precinct will issue sidewalk park- 
ing tickets while another precinct 
will issue a large volume of fire 
hydrant tickets. 

These examples are only a few 
of the many instances Where traf- 
fic codes are not equally enforced 
andq is therefore a form of dis- 
crimination. Non-English speakers 
and minorities are getting more 
than their share of citations and 
are paying for many unjustified 
citations， 

SIGNS 

The posting of signs such as “No 
Parking Anytime”are under the 
Department of Public Works， 
whichis governed by the Board of 
Supervisors， The curb zones are 
under the authority of the Policy 
Commission which is appointed 
by the Mayor, There is a lack of 
communication between the two 
bodies as evidenced by areas with 
“No Parking Anytime” signs in the 
middle of a green zone， 

Persons receiving citations are 
advised to always go to the Hall of 
Justice on Bryant and 7th Streets， 
Room 101，and request a traffic 
court hearing. The hearing can be 
on the same day 让 the person goes 
in before 10 a.m. or appoint- 
ments can be made for another 
morning, afternoon, or evening. 工 


the person is a non-English 
Speaker，an interpreter is avail- 
able at the Hall of Justice，Room 
101.… An interpreter can also be 
requested to be present at the 
court hearing，This is a service 
provided by the Traffic Depart- 
Iment and there is no cost to the 
person requesting an interpreter， 
If a person cannot afford to Pay 
the fine he should still 'go to the 
traffic court and tell the judge that 
he cannot afford to pay the fine, 
The court will arrange for that 
person to work off the fine by vol- 
Unteering at a city or comImunity 
agency. People that pay their 
moving violations will be noted by 
their insurance company and their 
rates will be 'increased the follow- 
ing year，However， 计 a person 
goes to traffic court and asks to be 
sent to traffic school，the moving 
violation will not be recorded and 
therefore the insurance company 
will not know of 让 . Traffic school 
is held at Lincoln High School at 
22nd Avenue and Riviera Street 
every Monday through Thursday 
night and all day Saturday for 
people who work week nights. 
Most traffic judges believe that 
people coming before them either 
cannot afford to pay the fine or 
there is some injustice in the issue- 
ing of the ticket. In most cases the 
violation is dismissed，the fine 
reduced，or traffic school will be 
assigned, said Levitin . 回

EAST LANSING,，Mich 一 Mi- 
nor _ crimes and misdeameanors 
rarely reach the courts there， 
drug-related crime isvirtuallynon- 
existent,， and the professional law- 
yer is an endangered species if not， 
for purposes of counseling alleged 
lawbreakers, extinct. 

In a lecture on law and justice 
in the People's Republic of China 
given' at Michigan State Univer- 
sity，Frank Pestana，an attorney 
andnational chaiman of the 避 .S.- 
China People's Friendship Asso- 
ciation，pointed out that China's 
legal system differs markedly from 
the American System . 

CODES 

“China's legal codes basically 
elaborate the Napoleonic code， 
but withra difference that is due to 
the strong familial and communal 
ties in Chinese society,” said 
Pestana，who recently returned 
from his sixth trip to China. 

He explained that “neighbor- 
hood conciliation committees,” 
composed of older members of the 
neighborhood or community 
where the committee sits，handle 
all cases of petty crime such as 
theft, vandalism or Simple assault. 

The conciliatory committee dis- 
cusses the problem with the law- 
breakers until the reason for the 
crime is understood and a suitable 
punishment is agreed upon， 
Pestana said，Punishment usually 
is in the form of compensatory 
community service Such as 
sweeping out a public buildqing or 
doing extra farm work for a week. 

In cases of repeated: offenders， 
committees can Seek :an ， arTest 
warTant to bring the culprit into 
court，but that action is rarely 
necessary， he said， Committee 
members usually have known the 
lawbreaker all of his or her jlife， 
and the pressure from these highly 
respected older persons, combined 
with family and peer Pressure， 
generally carried enough weight 
to cause the lawbreaker to reform，

Immigration 
Program Wipes 
Out Backlog 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The Immi- 
gration and Naturalization Serv- 
ice is starting a crash prIograrm 训 
six major cities to eliminate adju- 
dications.backlogs，some of which 
Tepresent four years of normal 
work. 

The program begins in Los An- 
geles this week, where a task force 
group of 20 Immigration officers 
and 30 clerks plunges into a back- 
log .of 8,600 applications from 
aliens attempting to conyvert their 
immigration status from a tem- 
porary basis to a _ permanent one， 
Leonel J.， Castillo，INS Commis- 
Sioner, 。Said . 

BACKLOG 

That number represents four 
years of work using normal pro- 
cedures.The task force，comprised 
of personpel from other Immigra- 
tion offices plus the Los Angeles 
office，will work exclusively on 
these applications six days Per 
week for four weeks in an attempt 
to wipe out the backlog. 

Other cities where task forces 
will be formed are New York， 
Newark，Miami and Chicago. 
The cities were pickedq because 
they have the 1largest backlogs. 
Some 62 percent of the INS total 
backlog of 236,140 pending apPpli- 
cations nationwide are in the si 这 
cities。 Officers will be assigned 
from other cities where backlogs 
are shorter or non-exijstent to make 
up half the task-force team. The 
other half will come from the local

Pestana cited other illustra- 
tions of communal cohesiveness as 
ameans of crime control. 

DRUGS 

He said there have been no 
narcotics trials in China for more 
than 15 years as a result of a broad 
campaign to educate the masses 
about drugs and discourage their 
Use. 

In cases of prostitution,the Pros- 
titute's client and anyone 
managing a house of prostitution， 
rather than the Prostitute， is 
arrested and publicly criticized 
and encouraged to reform . 

Most Prisons operate without 
guns or uniforms and have daily， 
two-hour ， criticism /self-criticism 
sessions in Which Prisoners meet 
with older persons and commun- 
ity members to discuss and evalu- 
ate their crimes. 

The basic philosophy of the 
Chinese system， Pestana ”con- 
cluded，is justice for all parties 
involved in legal problems while
